And, whereas, the Director General of Civil Aviation 
aas, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 8 ot the 
Aircraft Rules, 1937, granted necessary permission wi^ 
certain conditions to M/s. GeoEnpro Pertoleum Limited to 
carry such explosives by air vide their permit number 145- 
DG/2008 dated the 16th June, 2008 which is valid upto the 
16th December, 2008. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (2) of Section 14 of the Explosives 
Act 1884 (4 of 1884), the Central Government hereby 
exempts M/s:’ GeoEnpro Petroleum Limited from die 
provisions of sub-rule (2) of rule 31 of the sa.d rales, for 


imported;
